- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or daims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Thomas Morrow argued that the combination of Holzman et al. and Mitchell et al. was improper by citing In re Gordon 
and In re Ratti from MPEP 2143.01 . Martin Lerner stated these cases were not on point to the circumstances of the 
instant combination because the proposed modification did not either render the prior art unsatisfactory for its intended 
purpose or change the principle of operation of a reference. Martin Lerner maintained that it is well known for 
interactive voice response systems to operate either with audio or visual interfaces. In fact, Holzman et al. already 
points out that the prior art includes a visual display, but elects to eliminate a display to provide an audio-only interface., 
However, it would simply provide an additional option for inputting and receiving data if a display were added. 
Generally, it is well known for interactive voice response systems to have displays. Thus, it would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art to add a display, already suggested by Holzman et al. as being an element of the 
prior art. to Holzman et al. as suggested by Mitchell et al. in order to provide additional capabilities of inputting and 
receiving data. 
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
